‘THERE are somo nations and Governments 
which, like individuals, can never learn. 
Of these China is a foremost and -conspicu- 
ous example. No matter what rebuffs she 
insy receive, no matter what losses she may 
sustain, sha profits nothing by experience 
and gains naught by counsel or advice. 
‘Lhe sod experiences of the clusing year of 
the last century would, we bad hoped, do 
something to enlighten Chinese Ministers 
and show ther the folly. of attempting to 
setback the clock of progress and of op- 
posing an unrensoning resistance to all 
veform and improvement. Among ‘the 
questions dealt with by the Final Protocol 
between China and the Eleven Treaty 
Powers in 1901 was that of the conservancy 
of the river Whangpoo, which was provided : 
for in Article XI. as follows:—-“.A Con- 
' “servancy Board, charged with the manage 
* ment and control of the works fur the 
“straighteniag of the Whangpoo and the 
‘improvement of the course of that river 


“ig hereby created. This Board shall con- - 


‘sist of members representing the intcrests 
“ of the Chineso Government and those ‘of 


| obstructive to desire any improvement in 


tho river channal, According to.2 native 
contemporary, the British Minister at 
Peking kas been urging this matter spon’ 
the Wuaiwupu and the Viceroy of Nanking, 
and offered on belialf of Great Britain éven 
to bear halfthe gost, if only the work ba 
seriously tuken in hand. But the Wui- 
wupu was not to be tempted evea by the 
offer of pecuniary assistance. They 
said the work sould be carriet out 
at. the cust of China, alone, and that at pre- 
sent ‘she could , not ruise the necessary | 
umount, Not quite to be done, Sir Ernest 
Sarow ix slated to Lave proposed to the 
Waiwupu the appointment of a commissioner 
whose duty if, would he to take charge of 
the work, but that body replied that the 
Government could not at present find an 
official sufficiently capable for the purpose. 
Chinese mandairins are always ingenions, 
and if they can at the same time manage io 
assuine an air of superior virtue they do not 
fail to seize the opportunity. Here was one, 
China bad undertaken a duty; she must 
therefore bear the cost. But at present she 
could not afford the Juxury'; exgo;the work 
must he deferred. It is ever thus in China. 
Asin Spain, there is always a to-morrow ; 
why therefore do to-day what can be de- 
ferred to u more cénvenient season? The |

ported in theattempt to compel the Waiwupu

The special correspondont of the Englishman 
with tho Tibotan Mission telegraphs that the 
action in the gorge on’ the 10th instant was 
fought during a heavy snowstorm. At firet ‘the 
Sikhs advaneod on the position, but could not 
xeulo tho rocks, “They' then murched through 
the gorge, the Tibetans firing furiously, while, 
finally, they found themsolves in a fairly open 
valloy behind the’ enemy's position, - The 
'Tibgtans could then be seen running about the 
vocks wud descending the valley with leaps aud 
in great fright.’ The Mounted Infantry pur- 
sued them, killiag many. ‘They could havo

In the Times of tho 2nd April Mr. Alleyne 
Ireland has the following letter in roply to Bir 
Henry Blake, written ot Hongkong on the llth 
February — ; 

Sir—In The Times of Soptember 14 last, you 
published go orliclo under my name on the 
administration of Hougkong. In your issno of 
Novomber 19 tharo appoared n letter from Sir 
Henry Hlake, G.C.MLG., at that tima Governor 
of Hongkong, in which the writer sought to 


‘prove that my acticle was on inaceurate, dis- 


torted, and misleading account of the affuirs of 
‘the culony, and that in writing it I bad boon 
influenced by personal feolings againat some of 
tho officials, with whom, Sir Heary Bloke 
assorta, I bod unpleasant relations. . , 

Asit is now somo montha sinca my article 
appeared in your columus, I may perbaps be 
allowed to recall thal its genural tenor wos that 
thy Civil sorvice of the coloay, though 
containing some men of tho highest ability’ 
and vsefulness, was on the wholo inefficient : 
that: the Secretariat was. in a state of 
Givorder ; that tho Govornment had gravely 
neglooted its duty in the matter of sanita- 
tion end waler-sapply ; that the recom- 
mondations of My, Chadwisk, C.M.G., who bad 


-bean called to the colony in 1682 to report on 


thesa matters, had ouly been carried out in 
part; that although an outbreak of plague had 
cocurred in 1894 it was only recently that sor- 


‘Jons steps had been taken to faco the problem of 


plague prevention, and that this new activity 
hod. found its expression in the Publio Health 
gnd Buildings Ordinance, introduced in 1992. 

” On each of these pointe (except the évil con- 
dition of the Secretariat, which, I may note, 
was the subject of tho most detailed and exact 
criticism containod in my article) Bir Henry 
Blake meats mo with o flat contradiction. 

Iu regird to the Civil Service of the colony 
Sir Henry Blake says that my conclusions may 
be necounted for by the fact that I had unplea- 
sant pereonal relations with the local officials, 
and that in-19 years of colonial oxporience he 
hos not. seen a better Service. 

On the subjoct of my personal rélations with 


the officials Sir Henry Blake is entirsly mis- | 


taken. With the exception of ono person my 
relations with the membors of the Servica were 
of the most cordial description, and they hava 
not been in thé least degree less agreeable on 
my retura to the colony iineo the publication 
of wy urticle and of Sir Henry Blake's. letter. 

That Sir Henry Blake has not sean a better 
aorvico than that of Hongkong aeconnts in o 
very simple manner for his high opinion of it; 
and tho fact may have some bearing upon the 
condition of the servieo as I found it i2 1902. 
In support of his opinion Sir Henry Blake 
makes a strong appoil to the authority of his 


experience, and I muy therefore point out that |

In mg article I said that a great improve- 
ment in tho Civil Service might be expected to 
follow tho introduction of a ‘more rigorous spirit 
into the Secretariat. 

I find now that this improvement las ao’ ually 
taken place following the appointment of Mr, 
Francis May, C.M,G, (at present Acting Gover- 
nor), to the post of Colonial Secretary ; sudo 
very marked-obange for the better is to be 
observed in two of the worst departments of the 
Governmont--the Post Office and the 
Secretariat. As far as the improvement of the 
mechanical work of tho Secretariat is concerned 
the result is largely duo to tho efforts of a clerk 
from tho Colonial Office, who was sent out to 
the colony at the instancs of Mr. May’, 
predecessor for the express purpose of reducing 
to some sort of order -the chaos which had 


resulted from the incompetence or indifference, 


of the Secretarial staif.

Tho Cotton erop would only be in the yrount 
from the first ruins in April and May until the 
autumn, and would therefore be independent 
of the North-East Monsoon: There 16 some 
doubt whether the dry winds of lata artunn 
‘would check the ripening of the capsules, but it 
is probable that the ‘more rapid growth of the 
crop during our hot summer would ensuro their 
perfection in time. Even if this wern found 
not.to be the case, irrigation might be. econoii- 
cal if the crop proved a valuable one. 

The land now under cultivation in the Now 
Torritory is probably about ten thousand.acres, 
anil u large proportion of this would be suitablo 
for cotton cultivation. There is also a vast 
area in other -parts of Kyeangtung equally 
suitable. 

If tho crop is found to succeed, the sniatl 
farmers would probably take it up. ‘Choy havo 
already seen and mode use of the advantage of 
growing some products of foreign origin for 
which a market exists in Hongkong, ond thay 
might take especially quickly to this industry, 
because it ix widely sproad in other parts of 
China and hus therefore been moulded npom 
lines suitable to tlie conditions of small tene- 


monts.—I haya, ete, :

distributed umongst the farmers: in the New 
Territory and also for prizes for the threv best, 
results in over to stimulate competition. 


CONTRABAND OF WAR. 

“The Colonial Secretary's letter of the th 
ultimo was read, furnishing the Chambor with 
a copy of the following telegram recsiyed from 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies in con- 
nection with the present hostilities between 
Russia and Japan :-— .

Your telegram of 2nd March Russian declara- 
tion ns to contraband states follows:—’ En

The Chairman said it was ovident from the 
non-committal nuture of the teleyram. that the 
British Government were unwilling to give a 
moro dofinite opinion as to what is and what is 
not contraband in tho present war and it was 
thorefore left to shipownors to use discretion in 
taking cortain cargo of foodstuifs, etenand at 
tho same time take the risk of either combatant 
holding a different opinion. 


LEWIS AND CLARK CENTENNIAL EXHIBITION 

AT PORTLAND (OREGOX). ‘ 
A letter from the Government, dated 29th 
ultimo, was read inquiring whether the 
Chamber could advise the Government taking 
any steps with a view to a_ representation of the 
Colony at the Exhibition 1905, 

It was decided to reply. that the Chamber, 
while having every sympathy with the objects 
of the Exhibition, were averse to any public 
expenditure of money to further an oxhibit 
‘yeprosonting Héagkong. and thoy were of 
opinion thut private enterprise amougst the 
Chinese Community -would bring the same 
object about. A delegate from America would 
doubtless canvass and organise Honpkong 
exhibits in the sume manner as way done in 
tho case of the S, Louis Exhibition now being 
held.
